A eompromiPe has been maile wltii the parties 
who were Inirnfulntt to throw obstacles In the path 
of the French cable enterprise, and the company 
have been permitted to proceed with their businesH. 
Neverihcless a brief sketch of the imbroKlio cannot 
fail to be ot Interest. 
You will remember that eiTorts 
were made curly last winter to obtain legislation 
that would prevent the luiiding ol the French cable 
on our shores, feoiiie eight or ten bills were intro­ 
duced for the purpose, hut iiicir prompt ercposure 
by the Ukkald prevented their passage and nipped 
the scheme lu the bun. 
Not discouraged oy their entire failure In Congress, 
the lobby translerrcd their Ueld of operations to the 
M ate Hopartment, w here, lorilUed with an “oiiliilon” 
of the Aiioincy tlcneral, they appear to have had 
everything tlicir owu way; and at onetim e it looked 
as though they might succeed in preventing the 
company from landing their cable, or at least force 
them to suspend operations untU Hecember. 
The c.\traordlnary m isstatem ents of Secretary 
Fish in relation to this m atter m ust not be permitted 
to pa-vs without exposure. 
In his oRlrial letter, 
dated Department of State, July 10. 1800, he slates to 
the diplomatic represeutativea of France and Great 
B ritain th at:— 
The policy of this government m respect to the 
allowance and regulation of foreign telegraphic in­ 
tercourse received very deliberate cousldcratiun 
from Congress during its scssiou of the last winter, 
and a bill covering tue whole subject was sustained 
and passed in the Senate, but at so late a day of the 
session as to have latied to be reached in the House 
of Ueprepentailves. It is quite probable that this bill 
announces the pollcv and purpose of Congress, and 
that the propriety of its provisions can baraiy fail to 
secure assent. 
1 thcroiure beg to call your attention to the en­ 
closed copy 01 the bill os probable evidence of what 
condition of permUslou or regulation of loroign tele­ 
graphic Intercourse u to be Insisted upon by the 
United Stoics. 
The bUl here mentioned was Mr. Sumner's. It 
passed the Senate on the 3d of March, and though 
Congress did not adjourn until the 20th of April u 
failed to become a law. 
Mr. Fish says It passed the Senate at so late a day 
that It failed to reach the House of Uepreseutatlves. 
This is deliberate subterfuge. It never had a ghost 
of a chance m the House. There was Ume snough 
between March 4 and AprU 31 to have passed a doaen 
such bUls had Congress been disposed to legislate 
against additional ocean cables. 
• The bUl mentioned by Mr. Fish was framed ex­ 
pressly to em barrass the French company by strin­ 
gent rules and regulatious that should not apply to 
tlic Brlilsh and Cuban corporations.

It was reintroduced by 
Mr. Sumner, and on the 1st of April reported from 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, and every pos­ 
sible effort m ade by the friends of the monopoly to 
again rash It through the Senate, but without suc­ 
cess. The speech of Senator Stockton killed the job 
so thoroughly that Its frieads didn’t dare to show 
their weakness by bringing It to a vote. 
In the House of Representatives this and all kin­ 
dred jobs fared sUIl worse. Several efforts were 
made to get them Introduced, without success. The 
moDopolisM could not even get a heanng, so well 
was the objects of their bills understood. The whole 
batch or bills was more than once denounced by Mr. 
R. B. VYashbnrno and others, as efforts were Horn 
time to time made to smuggle them through. 
Mr. secretary Fish, therefore, makes a gross mis­ 
statem ent when ho says that "it Is quite probable 
hat this bill announces the policy of Congress." on 
the contrary, the policy of Congress I», so far as ex­ 
pressed In favor of perm itting any and all foreign 
cublcs.to connect with our iuiernal lines, upon pre­ 
cisely the same term s as arc accorded to the British 
ruble Company. The course of Mr. Secretary Fish 
in this business is extraordinary, to say the least. 
The nshing np of an old dead bill of the Fortieth 
Congress, and sending copies to representatives of 
France and Great Britain as evidence of "the pro­ 
bable policy of Congress,” when It hart failed, after 
repealed efforts, to hecomc a law, is only ivorUiy of 
the merest novice lu lobbylug.

every competition. A m erchant In Broad street has 
but to pay two cents for the Sun aud Uve cents lor 
the Journal o f c immerce, and he need only read the 
great dallies for editorials and correspoudcnce. 
Ttiese two papers answ er his necessities; the other 
newspapers are mere luxuries. And sliould any of 
the great oaihes desire to extend their lolluence and 
utilize tneir business-m aterial they are prevented, 
because they have agreed to protect the Express 
even against ttiemselves. Thus the editor of the 
lIi.RAi.D, who prints a light, lively evening paper, 
the Telegram, Is not allowed to give It the Asso­ 
ciated Press news—because the Express pays a com ­ 
paratively small sum every week as Its bonus.

does not even share the expeases. The generous 
dailies allow It to have the monopoly without really 
paying for It as much as they ilo themselves. 
Ho we havs me Tribune, H bhald, Tunes and 
ivorid joined In a partnership which Injures them­ 
selves, protects competing journals, aud prevents 
their own growth. If the Associated I’ress ceased 
to-morrow, these journals would not be injured. 
They are safe irom com petition because they ihem- 
selves answer aU the purposes ot oompeUtioii.

The 
advantage is shared all around. 
Under any circum stances there are grave defects 
In the Associated Press economy. But when it be 
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comes virtually a departm ent of the W'estern Union 
Telegraph Couipanv and tbe great dallies are merely 
an expression of the wishes and the fears of Mr. 
Orton and Mr. Hlmonton It assumes the shape of a 
national calamity. 
We think the great dallies make 
a mUtoke and do not truly see where ihelr Interest 
lies. The A.ssoclated Press certainly leads to slug­ 
gishness, Inertia, monotony, w ant of enterprise, 
stagnation.

the policy and purpose of Congress, and that the 
propriety of Its provisions can nardiy fall to assure 
assent. The blU. tUereiore, to which attention is 
called by Ihe secretory of State Is supposed to be 
evidence of w hat the conditions of permission aud 
of regulation of tbe foreign telegraphic intercourse 
are that arc to be insisted upon by tne United Htates.

gett preached from I. Corinthians, xvl., l3 -"Q u ia 
yourselves like m en.” Ills subject was ‘ True Man-< 
lineas.” Alter a few Introductory words relative to 
the eniuacferistics of m anliness ho spoke at length 
of the «luaiities of manllncas, and how they are de­ 
veloped by religion. The qualities wnlch he con­ 
sidered made up true manliness were prudence, 
wisdom, moral courage, fortitude, diligence, self- 
control, self-respect, self-denial, benevolence and 
niagnauliniiy. 
In conclusion, addressing the class, 
who rose from their seats, he expressed the hopa 
thai hla two years of m inistration would not be 
without good effect; that theirs would be tho m anly 
course liirough life; andtnen bidding ilicm farewell, 
he imprt--s.vely gave them Ills parting oenedlctlon.

It would

yachts, to be told that she is not. after ail. a lair 
.ineclmon of the capabilities of Am erican yachts, 
and that her quauties are those ot a second rate

BUI. 
The following statem ent w ill show the most im­ 
portant of the Changes which the Lords’ Com mittee 
has made in tho IrUh Church bill an fioally pusoed 
by tho House of CommouB:— 
By clause two the diflestablladment of the Irlsh 
Church was to take effect on the 1st o f January, 
1871. , On the motion of the Archbishop ot Canterbury, 
the date was fixed a year later—T87A 
Clause thirteen provlucd that on and after the 1st 
January, 1871, no arcbblsboc or bishop us such should 
be summoned to or bo qualified to sit lu the House 
of Lords. 
An amendment proposed by Lord Claii- 
carty continues to every living Irish prelate the priv- 
liege of sitting in the House of Lords. 
Clause fourteen provided for the paym ent to the 
bishops and clergy of annuities, equal In amount to 
the Incomes they now enjoy, “ after dcducilug all 
rates and taxes, except income or property tax, 
salaries of perm aucnt curates, paytneiits to diocesan 
schoolmasters and other outgoings to which such 
holder is liable by law .” An am endment waa carried 
by the Bishop of «Fetcrborough to the effect that the 
annuities should be paid free from any dertuctlons 
on account ot the ta x which Is now paid by the 
clergy to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and 
w hich represents an annual sum of£i».ooo. 
On the 
motion of the sam e prelate it was resolved Miat no 
deductions be made for visitation foes and other 
payments for the maintenance of registrars and 
ecclesiastical courts. 
on clause twenty-three, wIMch proposed that, with 
the consent of the Incumbents and tne future repre­ 
sentative body of the Church, Indivlilual annuRies 
m ight bo commuted oy the payment to that body of 
a lump sum rejjresontlng their pre.sent value. Lord 
Carnarvon carried an am endment providing that the 
capital sum to be paid by the cominUstonera should 
be equal to fourteen tim es tbe yearly value of each

Clauso twenty-seven provided that on the applica­ 
tion Of tho new Church body, tho glebe houses should 
be vested In them on the paym ent of ten tim es the 
annual value of tlio site of such ecclesiastical resi­ 
dence estim ated as land; and that wheu there was a 
buUding charge on the Haino iney should have the 
option o f paying either that charge or ten tim es the 
annual value of the residence, with tho garden and 
curtilage, as estimated by the general tenement 
valuation, 
on tne motion of Lord Salisbury all tho 
w ords requiring payments to be made for tbe par­ 
sonages and glebes were omitted. 
Clause tweuty-nlne fixed the year I860 as the date 
at w hich private endowm ents were to be reserved 
for the Church. 
The Archbishop of Canterbury 
moved 
that 1469 be substituted for that date, 
and that the commissioners should be authorized 
to decide what endowm ents were prtvato upon evl- 
dence not strictly leg tl. 
Lord aranviue offered a 
lump sum of hail a million to extinguish all private 
endowm ents, and 
the archbishop w ithdrew his 
am endments. The governm ent proposal has yet to 
bo decided upon. 
Another am endment of the arch- 
bisuop's, coiiierring on the Irish Church the royal 
grants or Ulster glebes without price was passed. 
Clause slxty-elghi anUiorlzed the appropriation of 
the surplus to tbe support of infirmarles, hospitals, 
lunatic» m«yl urns, reform atory and Industrial schools 
aud other benevolent purposes. An am endment car­ 
ried by Lord Calm s omits these words and leaves the 
surplus to be appropriated as Faniauieut may here­ 
after determine.

ment of truth, this genuine, unadulterated Gospel, 
backed up by almu.st all the landed wealth of m e 
country, by tne Inherited traditions of centuries 
and bv the vast preponderance of Irish etlucaUon 
and Irish Industrial energy, is to m elt aw ay like dew 
before the sun, unless tiic secular arm of the Btate 
will throw down all Us adversaries before It.

body of sincerely and moderately intelllgont Pro­ 
testants ever uefore spoke with such outrageous con­ 
tempt ol Frotestanllsm. 
If they are right they hu/e

When, there­ 
fore, she is saed upon a business transaction the 
presnmption is she contracted on her own account 
with reierence to her own business; and If such be 
not the fact she must make it apparent U she desires 
to avoid habi.liy. Having the right to make a con­ 
tract, when one is made by her the presumptions 
m ast be in favor of its legaUty and her consequent 
obligation according to its terms. For these reasons 
the motion to strike out dem urrer and answ er m ust 
be granted, with liberty to defendant to answ er 
anew In ten days, and with ten dollars costó to plaln-

walkers of Broadway. From the complaint of Mary 
Reilly, who apiicarcil at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court ycsteruav mornmg to jireicr a charge against 
him.

PAUK. 


C o n tem p lated Im p ro v em en ts. 
H does not require a very great slrctch of memory 
to any ol tne old residents of the metropolis to bnng 
again to their minds the City Hall Park as a plea­ 
sant down-town resort—when the Battery was the 
great lounging place for old and young who wisheil 
to enjoy good air and a taste of the rural In th 
urbal. The City Hall Park snfflccd for tho.se wli 
lived at a IHlle distance from the lower end of tli 
town as a pleasant promenade. 
The children and 
the old folks enjoyed the shade of tne trees in the 
pay time, admired the play and spray and dash and 
splash of tho fountain, while the gamins, by the ex­ 
ploits with pebbles of hardened putty, kuown os 
marbles, achieved reputaUons of “ Park shooters.” 
■nio Inroaas of bnslness on the dwellings down town 
gradually drove the residents away, and the Battery 
and 
City Hall 
Park became 
descried, 
deso­ 
late 
oiid 
dreary. 
The 
Battery 
appears 
to 
be 
almost 
beyond 
the 
posslblhty 
of 
reclamation, and the City Hall Park, although form­ 
ing a sort of oasis in the great desert or trade and 
business down town, has been falling away In the 
estimation of the people, and has assumed, to a 
great extent, the appearance of a demesne uncared 
for by It* owner and last going to decay. The m ar­ 
gin around the fences haa been monopolized by 
dealers la cholera-breeding fruit, W ashington plea, 
cncap oyster soup, tough waffles, questionable litera­ 
ture, sttnkadora cigars. Ice cream (a penny glass, 
with two spoons), seaweed for chewing ami other 
delectable refreshments, including pink lemonade. 
Inside the Park has been mainly given np tó boot­ 
blacks os a “gam bling” place, loafers, “ bnmmcrs,” 
politicians, policemen and other disrepuiao'.e char ir- 
tors. It has been growing “no better very fa.«t,” and 
respectóble people frequented it only as a means of 
m aking abort cuts to and from their business places 
It IS. indeed, an almost worthless loL 
At length, however, there is a prospect of Iraprove- 
menL The erection of the new Post Office building 
at the lower end wUl make a great change In the 
general appearance of the place, and stlH further 
improvements about to be Inaugurated will add to 
Ha 
lieauty 
and 
utility. 
The city 
surveyors, 
under the direction of the Street Commissioner, 
have already commenced 
making 
the 
neces­ 
sary surveys for the purposed alterations, which, as 
far as known, will bo somewhat as follow.s:—That 
sidewalks on either side between the northern 
bonudary of tho United SUtes government projierty 
and the City Hall, together with the fences, will 
be removed, and some twenty feet on each side lie 
Hieieby added to the roadways. The portion m ea­ 
sured off will be neatly and snbslantially paved, 
and form thus a handsome plaza. The more sub- 
siantial of the trees will be allowed to remain and 
will be protected by necessary fixtures from being 
Injured by passers-by. The paving will be contin­ 
ued np at each side of the City Hall and Kegister’s 
office, and between these buildings and the Court 
House the ground will be laid out In neat garden 
plots, with spacious walks neatly concreted. 
It IS Intended to push the work forward with all 
due prom ptness. It Is to be hoped that no truck- 
IHig, trickery or Jobbery wUl be permitted to inter- 
lerc with or delay the completion of this much- 
needed ImprovemenL and there can be no doubt 
that the citizens of the metropolis will ihank those 
by whom the alterations were conceived and carried

It has come to the knowledge of tho sanitary in­ 
spectors In their travels through the city that hy- 
drophebia is on tho Increase. 
»r. Molrls reports 
that a woman residing In Harlem lane la now at the 
point of death from the effects of a bite from a mad 
dog. In the upper portion of the island a large 
number of rabid dogs are running at large, and tho 
police will not take tho responsibility of executing 
them. Between the Mayor, Mr. Bcrgh and the Board 
oi Health, the dogs are perm uted to run at large 
to tiio great danger of the public. The coun­ 
sel of the Board some time ago gave It 
as 
his opinion tnat tho Board had jnrlsdlctton of the 
dog question, and Bubiiutted an ordinance for the 
desiructlon of plehlan curs that were found roaming 
iiboiil without a master. This ordinance was refer­ 
red to the ¡Sanitary iCommlttoe, whuiiefcrreil it back 
to the Board with their report on the subject of 
rabies. The Board, with their usual tim i' .y when 
litigation Is in pro«i)oct, failed to lalic an oUicr ac­ 
tion than to recom m it it (to tho com raliu f where it 
lies as dead as poor old dog Tray, as far as lUe action

from the orchards, some of the apple men have got 
in a stock of very small peacnes. the eating of any 
of Which is quite enough to endanger a m an’s life, 
m e apples that aro bemg sold are all unripe, and 
those that allow their love for fruit to get tne better 
of them may have occasion before the sutnm er u 
over to rue their Imprudence.

The health auihorlUes never fall to m ake 
a great pow-wow wUen they find a butcher or a 
fish dealer selling tainted meat or decayed fish, and 
alwavs make short work of the m an’s stock by 
tlirowlng it Into the garbage heap. The law whlou 
autlioiTzes them to protect the public health In this 
way gives them full authority to protect it by pre- 
venliug the sale of any article of food or relish that 
they may consider detninental to health: and they 
Should see to it tiial the sale of green fruit te stopped 
at once. A learned dissertation on the thickness of 
the rin<i of a green apple aa compared with that of 
a rl()e one is not the thing that will prevent sick­ 
ness from the eatlug of green fruit, but a seizure of 
all the deatn-deuiHig stuff that can be found by the 
Board of Health la the only means to head off deaths 
from dlarrhii-a or something, worse.

The third annual report opens with congratnla- 
tlons on “the gratifying progreas the work of mercy 
is making Hi our city. State and country.” During 
theyearem liiig May6, 1869, 284 cases were prose­ 
cuted, anti those which were disposed of through 
the milder iustniinentaltty of remonstrance and re­ 
buke are declared lo tie far too numerous lo mention. 
Tne reports and other publications ol the society 
which have tieen extensively diiwemlnatcd In this 
coantry and abroa«l have caUed forth the most em­ 
phatic 
commendation 
of 
kindred laslltutions 
thronghont the world. 
President Bergh, tu addition 
to his other gyiod works, delivered lectures on the 
working of the society-before the Farm er’s Clnb at 
the rooms of tne American Institnte. aud before tne 
Pennsylvania. Albany and Massachusetts socieUea 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
The horse m arket has been lu a special degree 
under the surveillance of the society, the sales have 
been attended by special detectives, and the recur­ 
rence of such i-evoltiug cruelties as were formerly 
practiced at this place has licen etlectiialiy pre- 
vontetl. Between the months of August and Decem­ 
ber over ;«Hi horse* unfit for use were destroyed 
through the Instrumentoiuy of the society, and 1.60 
animals were turui d out of the m arket as nuflt for 
sale. Between.I an uary and April ever 100 useless 
horses were pul beyoud further mUery by the socl- 
eiy’s agents. 
The society has protested against th» reprehensible 
practice of stabling horses and other animals In cel. 
lars and noon the second ami third floois ol insecure 
buiiilluBs. A record has been kept of the nmiiber of 
horses which have perished by fire during the last 
three vcars, and tho lotiU for this city alone is given 
at 1,200. 
In January Mr. Bcrgh made a visit to a “swill 
milk” luauufaciory in WUiiamsburg, ami loand 8U0 
cows at'd oxen in one stable, each secured by a rope 
eighteen inches long, or, rather, eighteen inches 
short, and couHiietl m stalls thirty luches narrow . 
The society has kept kindred eslablishuients In this 
county under sa'utary restraint. 
lu investigating the quality of the feed sold for the 
coiiHumptiou of horses, tho astounding discovery 
was ma<le that títere are estabHshments in the city 
where jda-stcr of Purls, raarb:c dust and other foreign 
and deleterious m atters are ground u|i and mixed 
with tho feed in the proportion of thirty, forty and 
even fifty per cent. 
At Ihe requestor the society the reward for the 
deilverv of dugs at the )-ound was reduced to twenty, 
flvecenus, and persons under eighteen years of ago 
were forbiilden tu engage lu the capture of the uufor- 
tm iate canines. I he published report states that from 
June 22 I') .\iigust 29, 1868—the period during whicn 
the (log pouud re-miined opeu—there were only 938 
dogs killed, whereas dtirlug tho sam e penoil tho 
pretcHiing year there were 6,763, showing a differ­ 
ence of 6,82.», aud a saving to tho cuy treasury oí 
$2.492 06.

In the South the Virginia election and the 
active 
campaign 
now in full 
Idast in 
each of the States of Tcnnossee, Mississippi 
aud Texas, and iu the North the recent State 
conventions, esjH’ci.tlIy of 
the democratic 
party, have developed some Interesting move­ 
ments on tbe political chessboard. 
A new 
anti-proscriptive and thoroughly liberal party 
has come to the front in Virginia. 
This party, 
accepting the rocoDKtniction conditions of Con­ 
gress, Including the fifteenth amendment and 
nogro political equality, has won the day in 
V'irginia, in taking ground for white emanci­ 
pation and political equality; or, in other 
words, for a general amnesty, blotting out the 
test oaths and political disabilities under which 
certain classes of Southern white.s participating 
in the late rebellion are now suffering. 
General Grant is satisfied with this result in 
Virginia, soiiio of the more advanced of the 
republican journals are satisfied, and anticipate 
with pleasure similar results in the approach­ 
ing elections in Tenuessee, Mississippi and 
Texas, and in all the other Southern States in 
their turn. 
But Mr. Boutwell and several 
other members of the Cabinet and a powerful 
combiuatio’i, it is said, of the radical republi­ 
can leaders, in aud out of Congress, are actively 
at work, by hook or by crook, to upset this 
Virginia election—firstly, through 
General 
Canby, the military coraiuander of the State, in 
the organization of the Legislature, or, failing 
in this, they will, secondly, attempt to set aside 
said election in Congress itself on charges of 
fraud. Now, upon this question General Grant 
has a fine opportunity to reconstruct the re­ 
publican party upon the liberal platform of the 
Walker organization of Virginia, and to make 
himself master of the political situation without 
the slightest difflculty. 
An order to General 
Canby requiring him to deal with the new 
Virginia Legisl'ature liberally in the matter of 
the iron-clad oath wiil suffice. 
It will at once 
clearly identify General Grant’s adinini.stration 
with the new republican party of the South, 
and thus compel the radicals of the North to 
fall into line or to boll into the barren fields of 
an outside political faction. 
Such is the splendid opportunity offered to 
General Grant for liberalizing the republican 
party on the Virginia platform of the emanci­ 
pation of the Southern whites. 
The move­ 
ment may require a' change or two in the Cab­ 
inet to make it effective, but such impediraenls 
as intractable Cabinet members may be easily 
removed under the amended Tenure of Ofllce 
law. 
In any event. General Grant should 
seize upon this fine opportunity tq reorganize 
the republican party on the reconstruction 
platform of his administration, inasnuich as he 
will have from tbe start tbe masses of the party, 
with a mqjority in each house of Congress, tq 
back him. 
On the other hand, the adminis­ 
tration, la playing fast and loose with the 
republican proscriptives and the republican 
liberals of the South, will only make confu­ 
sion worse confounded to all concerned. 
Next, with regard to the Northern demo­ 
cracy, we had supposed that, takiug counsel 
from the Virginia conservative victory, se­ 
cured by the fusion «« masse of the democrats 
of the State, out-and-out Boiu-bons of the 
elder branch, with the Walker republicans, we 
say we had supposed that the Northern demo­ 
cracy, upon this practical hint, would accept 
the general situation and boldly strike out for 
a new departure. 
But the Northern demo­ 
cracy, so far, have done no such thing in any 
State, and ovideully contemplate, with some­ 
thing like di.sgust, the idea of fusing with this 
new liberal party of the South. 
In Ohio, Cal­ 
ifornia, Pennsylvania and in every other State 
where they have lately spoken, excepting 
Iowa, the Northern democracy have taken 
substantially their old ground of hostility to 
“ the nigger,” and most radically not only 
against the ratification of the fifteenth amend­ 
ment, but against its recognition when de­ 
clared ratified, as they expect it to be with the 
reassembling of Congress in December. 
Thus the democratic party on the negro 
question are still floundering on a 1 ee shore; 
and their only hopes in the coming fall elec­ 
tions lie in tbe sporadic movements of the 
temperance societies against lager baer for an 
independent political organization In this State, 
that State and the other, and in the revolt of 
disappointed radical office-seekers. 
In fact, 
both the republican and the democratic parties, 
though their leaders generally do not seem to 
understand it, are in a transition state, and the 
reconstruction of the elements of both is still in 
the hands of the administration. 
The great 
money question, the Cuban question, the Mexi­ 
can question and the Alabama claims, are the 
issues upon which General Grant may repeat 
the role of Monroe in fusing all parties in an 
“ era of good feeling” around his administra­ 
tion; or, as at the close of Monroe’s service 
In the White House, he may leave us the ma­ 
terials in abundance for a scrub race, open to 
all comers, for tbe succession in 1872. 
As nutters now stand no President since 
the tim“ of Washington or Jefferson can be 
named as possessing a better opportunity than 
General Grant for shaping the political issues 
of the new dispensation and the party of the 
succession ami tlie destiny of the republic. 
We must await the drift of events. 
What the 
administration is to Ije, however, upon the 
living questions of the day we expect to learn, 
at the latest, with General Grant’s first regular 
message to Congress.

It i.s a matter of national congratulation that 
the landing of the Franco-American cable has 
at last been permitted by the gorernment at 
Washington. 
The grant, however, seems not 
to have been a free-will offering by the power 
efected by the people to guard their rights and 
expand their commercial und political interests, 
but to iwve been wrung from that power by an 
overwhelming popular voice, enunciated and 
develo|>ed by the expressions of the public 
press. 
We reproduce a number ol these ex­ 
pressions in the H kuald to-day. 
Besides, we 
show from a Washington correspondent that 
the attempts to hamper tbe movements of the 
Franco-American Company in their efforts to 
land their cable on American shores were con­ 
ceived in the spirit of a well known Washing­ 
ton lobby operation, which cannot but be re­ 
garded as only little less than criminal. 
We 
refer to the fishing up of an old act, presented 
to and rejecUid by a former session of Con­ 
gress, and which was palmed upon the Secre­ 
tary of State us the most recent action of the 
national legislature, ned upon which be based 
bis late action in regard to tbe Franco-Ameri­ 
can cable. 
This system of shameful decep­ 
tion 
on 
the 
part 
of the 
Washington 
lobby has heretofore been 
passed 
over 
in silence by the pre.ss ; but the very impor­ 
tant concerns involved in the present trans- 
actipn call for energetic and decisive action at 
the earliest moment of the meeting of the next 
session of Congress. 
These lobbyists should 
be swept from the corridors of the Capitol. 
They should be wiped out as thoroughly as 
the halLs and lobbies are cleansed, after an all 
night session. 
Tbe people may bear with in­ 
capacity in a department of the government, 
but they will put their faces sternly against 
the workings of a dishonest lobby upon such 
honest imbecility as has been displayed in the 
recent action of the heads of more than one of 
tlie departments of the government on this 
Franco-American cable project. 
The fact is, as we announced and recom­ 
mended from the beginning of this cable im­ 
broglio, the Franco-American Company need 
not have paused a moment in their great un­ 
dertaking.

Aud as for the pother and log­ 
rolling business iu Massachusetts, about form­ 
ing a company under the authority of the Le­ 
gislature to facilitate the lauding of the cable 
in the town of Duxbury, in that State, or 
three marine 
leagues 
therefrom, 
it was 
not only a miserable dodge of some specula­ 
tors, but an acknowledgment—one never cor­ 
dially accepted by the fishing interests of 
Maine and Massachusetts—that our maritime 
rights extend only the distance mentioned 
from our shores—an idea that won no fame 
lorJoljn Quincy Adams when he permitted 
that restriction to be included iu the settlement 
of the fishing boundaries que.stioa at the treaty 
of Ghent, in 1814, as a compromise for some 
other concession, although he earned some his­ 
torical renown for not permitting our Northern 
fisheries to be abolished altogether apon tbe 
demand of the commissioners of Great Britain 
during the discussions on that treaty. 
Briefly, the Franco-American Company have 
all along acted just as they have had a per­ 
fect right to, and the sooner their cable is 
landed upon our shores the better. 
The future 
action of Congress in the premises will not 
militate against their interests, but, on the 
contrary, will afford evidence to the world that 
this is not a nation walled in with barbaric 
prejudices, but one free and open and ready to 
embrace with acclamation every enterprise

Tbe N a tta , at Hlmm 8io« Prl*»-- 
Notwithstanding the close confinement and 
the bread and water diet to which the mutiaous 
convicts at Sing S!ng prison have been sub­ 
jected, the blasphemous yells with which they 
made last Sunday hideous, tlieir incessant bat 
tering of the cell doors with boards tom up 
from the floor, and tbe fact tkat their principal 
keeper has resigned his posilion, indicate any­ 
thing but their return to such a state of disci­ 
pline as ought always to be maintained among 
them. 
The recent sUrtlIng interruptions to 
the order and quiet imperatively required by 
the prison rules, as, for Instance, the at­ 
tempted seizure of a vessel by a number of 
the convicts, the almost daily escapes of three 
or four, the frequent scenss of drunkenness 
aud violence exhibited by prisoners supplied 
with free passes to the adjacent village of 
Sparta, in direct violation of the law which 
prohibits any convict from leaving prison 
unless by an order Irom a court of competent 
jurisdiction, a pardon of the Governor or the 
expiration of the term of service, have so 
much alarmed the neighbors of the turbulent 
Sing Sing community that many have been 
driven 
away to safer homes. 
Terrorism 
reigns for miles around outside of the prison. 
The public at large is deeply interested in 
having a speedy and final stop put to so dis­ 
graceful and so dangerous a coudition of 
affairs. 
Among the causes assigned for the insu­ 
bordinate conduct of the Sing Sing prisoners 
certain changes of keepers have been men­ 
tioned. 
But the real cause for it must be 
found in the fearful disproportion between 
fltty keepers and nearly a thousand prisoners 
of the roughest sort, who have now learned 
how much they can, hope to accomplish by co­ 
operation and by help of the tools and imple­ 
ments with which a large number of them em­ 
ployed in the shoemakers’ shop, the black 
smiths’ shop and other workshops, are neces­ 
sarily supplied. 
The convicts sent to Sing 
Sing are recruited from a class of offenders 
which is yearly growing larger and more 
ferocious in our cities. 
The thieves and coun­ 
terfeiters and burglars of the present day are 
desperate enough to hesitate but little at add­ 
ing murder to their other crimes. 
They are 
sufficiently sharp witted to know that in a 
well-combined attempt to overawe and over­ 
power fifty keepers scattered here and there 
within the extensive prison walls, the chances 
might, perhaps, be in their own favor. 
It is 
indispensable, therefore, that a stronger police 
force should at once be organized, in order to 
render absolutely impossible the bloody con­ 
summation which must otherwise be expected 
to result from yearly increasing violations of 
prison discipline. 
Moreover, it is manifest that the prison at 
Sing Sing is overcrowded with “fellows of the 
baser sort,” who might advantageously be dis­ 
tributed elsewhere, at Clinton or at Auburn. 
In fact, it is becoming desirable to change al­ 
together the location of this prison, which is 
at once a nuisance and a peril for one of the 
finest places on the Hudson river. 
Why not 
purchase Hart’s Island, or David’s Island, in 
the East river, and build a new prison on one 
or the other, or else devote to this purpose a 
part of Blackwell’s Island? 
Past each of 
these islands tbe current runs so swiftly that 
attempts to escape would have to be aban­ 
doned. 
Something must soon be done by the 
State government to restrict in our prison sys­ 
tem evils which are assuming formidable pro­ 
portions.

‘‘Old Ben Wade»» on Cuba. 
Old Ben Wade is a brick. 
AVhen he speaks, 
it is, as every one knows, in a straighttorward 
way and to the point, with, besides, two excel­ 
lent recommendations to set off what he wants 
to say—humor and good sense. 
Now that he 
baa got back from his trip across the Conti­ 
nent we are glad to know what views he takes 
of the political questions uppermost; most of 
all, of this Cuba business. 
We are not sur­ 
prised to see that he makes no mystery of his 
sentiments, and we wish the administration 
had some of bis courage in handling this Cuban 
question. 
We think with him that they are 
losing an excellent opportunity of “putting in 
the wedge,” and should the Sickles negotiation 
end in smoke they will find that this neutrality 
law business won’t prove their best card at 
the next election. 
Cuba, sooner or later, is bound to be ours. 
There is no statesman, here or in Europe, who 
doubts this. 
The Cubans themselves want it, 
and public opinion here, not only in the press, 
but through Congress, has spoken plainly 
enough on the subject. 
What, then, prevents 
it? Nothing but Spanish pride. 
Nothing but 
that miserable Spanish pride which shrinks 
from doing what France and Russia have 
already done—sell to us a territory that is no 
longer of any profit to them. 
For oiir part we 
think that instead ot hesitating the Spaniards 
have reason to thank God that they have yet 
a colony left to sell. 
How long do they sup­ 
pose this will be the case ? We feel confident, 
even sanguine, that should this country main­ 
tain the neutrality laws in all their rigor Cuba, 
single-handed, will succeed—though with much 
bloodshed-in freeing herself from the Spanish 
yoke. 
What tbe cholera and vomito fail to do 
Generals Cospedes and Jordan will accomplish, 
though at an unavoidable sacrifice of life. 
It 
is estimated that there are at present sixteen 
thousand Spanish troops on tbe island, inde­ 
pendent of the so-called voluntoers, and an 
army ot twenty thousand patriots. 
These last 
have held their own for nine months, without 
modern arm s-w e might say, in some cases, 
wlthotit any arms at all—and now that they 
are well organized, armed and commanded, is 
it too much to expect that they will do better 
than this ? 
When the SpanUrds come to leave 
the Island-iinless they previously listen to 
reason-they will have the devil to pay for 
their obstinacy. 
In that case our national 
indebtedness will be somewhat less and their 
national treasury, and, 
if possible, 
their 
national honor, will be a great deal poorer— 
honest Ben Wade’s advice to the contrary 
notwllhslanding. 
We fear the Spaniards, if 
left to themselves, will go on as they have 
begun to the end of the chapter.

The daring passage of Vasco de Gama 
around the Cape of Good Hope led commerce, 
and with it Influence and power, away from 
the cities of the Mediterranean. 
Venice, then 
the most important of them, fell from her 
proud position; her trade became a myth ; her 
independence only a tolerated fiction. 
The 
route to the East and the control of the com­ 
merce there has been for ages the richest 
prize that men have ever fought for. 
Spain 
once owed her immense power to it, and 
now England leans on India mainly for sup­ 
port. The discovery of this Continent we well 
know was made in searching for a route to the 
East. 
In fact, most of the great geographical 
discoveries were made by adventurers looking 
for a new way to “Farther Ind.” The Paoifia 
Railroad has made a reality of Columbus’ 
dream. 
The road lies to the westward ol 
Europe, and the shade of the old navigator 
must have zealously watched the march ol 
the rails over the Continent. 
Another way will soon be open—a way which 
has been dreamed of by engineers for centu­ 
ries—a way which has been the pet scheme ol 
every ruler who has tried to found an Eastern 
empire—a way which was known and which 
was used in ages past; for the present work­ 
men have found remains which leave without 
a doubt the fact that a former canal existed. 
Next November will see a gathering of celeb­ 
rities such as the world never saw before; the 
desert .will receive the monarchs of the West; 
great fleets of war vessels will gather there to 
do honor to the occasion, and, of course, ex­ 
cursionists without number will rally in bands 
around M. Lesaeps, the hero of the feast. 
The celebration of the opening of the canal 
will be one of the most Imposing ceremoniea 
French ingenuity can devise and French tact 
carry out; and rightly so. 
The completion of 
this great work is one of the wonders of 
this most wonderful century. 
It marks a new 
ora in commerce, la the world’s history in fact. 
It is a prominent point from which future his­ 
torians will take their departure. 
It may 
become the cause of such wars as the earth 
has never yet seen. 
The changes that It may, 
nay, that it must work, are of the utmost 
importance; the stream of commerce is rarely 
diverted into new channels without a shock 
and without unforeseen complications ensuing. 
A struggle will certainly come, sooner or later, 
for the possession of the canal. 
The frequent 
tours the Pacha is making and the solicitude 
with which he is received all over Europe 
show the jealousy of the different Powers; the 
Sultan, who has so long been the “sick man” 
of Europe, begins to be alarmed at the pre­ 
tensions of this yohnger member of his family. 
The pet ailment of the Sultan—Russian control 
of the Bosphorus—becomes almost insignificant 
when compared with tbe disease that his son, 
the Pacha, is threatened with—French control 
of the Suez Canal. 
We have seen how the 
great Powers have quarrelled over one “sick 
m a n w h a t will the doctors do with two 
invalids on their bands, particularly when one 
of tbe patients insists on badgering tbe other? 
Tbe battles of the Crimea may be surpassed 
by those which may take place on tbe narrow 
neck of land which once united Asia and 
Africa, 
Egypt may again become the grave 
of French soldiers, and Turk and Christian 
may again redden the desert with their blood. 
What effect the canal may have, and what 
eflect it will and must have, we can hardly 
guess; for philosophize over it as much as 
wd please we must find always the same 
result. 
It is an immense work; it will pro­ 
duce results of vital importance to Europe 
und to the rest of mankind; it will create a 
revolution in commercial circles; 
it will 
bring into being new sources of wealth, and 
it may bring about a fearful war. 
Let us 
hope, however, for the best, and let us join 
in the celebration, and give all honor to M. 
Lesscps for his talent, bis perseverance and 
his pluck. 
He has fought the great fight most 
manfully, and deserves all honor lor it,

TSE FSEXCH CABLE ESBSOSIJO. 


WASHINGTON, July 19,1S69. 


A compromise has been made with the parties 


wiio were intriguing to throw obstacles in the path 
or tne French cable enterorise, and tne company 
have been permitted to proceed with their business. 
Nevertheless a brief sketch of the imbroglio cannot 
Jail to be of interest. Von will remember that efforts 
were made early last winter to obtain legislation 
that would prevent the landing of the French cable 
on oar shores. Some eight or ten bills were intro- 
duced ror the purpose, but" their prompt exposure 
by the HERALD prevented their passage and nipped 
the scheme in the bud. 


Not discouraged Dy their entire failure in Congress, 


tne lobby transferred their field or operations to the 
State Department, where, fortified with an "opinion" 
cf the Attorney General, they appear to have had 
everything their own way; end at'onetitne it looked 
as though they- might succeed in preventing the 
company from landing their cable, or at least force 
them to suspend operations until December. 


The extraordinary misstateiuents of 
Secretary 


risli iu relation to this matter must not be permitted 
to pass without exposure, la his official letter 
dated Department of State, July 10.1868, he states to 
the diplomatic representatives of France and Great 
Britain that:— 


The policy or this government in resnect to the 
allowance and regulation of foreign telegrauhic in- 
tercourse received very deliberate consideration 
Irom congress during its session of the last winter 
raid a bill covering the whole subject was sustained 
and passed in the Senate, but at so late a day of the 
session as to have laucd to be reached in the House 
ol Representatives. Jt is quite probable that this bill 
announres the policv and purpose of Congress and 
iliac the propriety of its provisions can liaralv lail to 
secure assent.

I tncreiore beg to call your attention to the en-

The bill here mentioned was Mr. Sumni'r's. It 


passed the Senate on the 3d of March, and though 
Congress did not adjourn until the 20th or April it 
failed to become a law. 


Mr. Fish says it passed tlie Senate at so late a day 


that it failed to reach the House of Representatives. 
This is deliberate subterfuge. It never had a ghost 
or a chance in the House. There was time enough 
between March 4 and April 21 to have passed a dozen 
such bills had Congress been disposed to legislate 
against additional ocean cables. 


The bill mentioned by Mr. Fish was rramed ex- 


pressly to embarrass the French company by strin- 
gent rules aud reenlations that should not apply to 
the British aud Cuban corporations. It was per-

Sumner, and on the 1st of April reported from 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, and every pos- 
sible effort made by the friends or tlie monopoly to 
egaln rush it through the Senate, but without suc- 
cess. The speech of Senator Stockton killed the job 
BO thoroughly that Us iriends didn't dare to snow 
their weakness by bringing it to a vote. 


In the House or Representatives this and all kin- 


dred jobs fared still worse. "Several efforts were 
made to get them introduced, without success. The 
monopolists could not even get .a hearing, so well 
was the objects of their bills understood. The whole 
batch or bills was more than once denounced by Mr. 
E. B. iVasiiburne and others, as efforts were from 
vime to time made to smuggle them through. 


.Mr, Secretary Fish, thcrelore, makes a gross mis- 


Etutcmcut when he says tliat "it is quite probable 
nat this bill announces the policy of Congress." On 
the contrary, the policy of Congress is, so far as ex- 
pressed In lavor of permitting anj and all foreign 
cables to connect with our internal Hues, upon pre- 
cisely the same tt-rnis as are accorded to the British 
Cable Company. The course of Mr. Secretary Fish 
in this business is extraordinary, to sav the least. 
The flshing up of an old dead bill of the Fortieth 
Congress, and sending copies to representatives of 
France and Great Britain ns evidence of "the pro- 
table policy ot Congress," when it had failed, after 
repeated efforts, to become a law, is only worthy of 
the merest novice iu lobbying. 


really an arnument against all mrowtn, all progress 
all scientific enterprise and discovery. «'he sugges 
tloutr.it tlie men wbo own tills line are rebels, and 
therefore do not deserve success, is not toe rea 
opinion of an editor who has gained renown by show- 
ing mercy and charity to rebellion, and who uses 
every effort to coax Northern capital Into tlie rebe 
States. 


We give respectful hearing to this argument. But 
It really is no argument at all. and thinly masks the 
true reason or the antipathy of me press to the new 
cabie. The success ol the French cable Is the flrsi 
step towards destroying the Associated Press mono- 
poly. The blessing or such a cable will do every- 
thing for a free press, and liberal thought and clieap 
newspapers; for the Associated Fress to-day is one 
of the worst monopolies on this Continent. 
It has grown, by some mysterious alliance, with 
the western L'uiou Telegraph Company. We cannot 
undeistand It. Mr. Orton, the President of that 
company, is a shrewd and able man—a gentleman 
lor whom we have great respect. He is not a man 
to make any alliance that does not benefit his com- 
pany. In a business way nothing could be better; 
and he certainly has succeeded in obtaining an influ- 
ence, winch is a good thing to have in the way of 
business, but tne existence of which is a humiliation 
to American journalism. 
Dius, when the Demo- 


cratic Convention of California passed a resolution 
criticising the Western Union Telegraph company, 


tioued it, and yet it was the most important act of 
a great State Convention. We are quite sure that 
an our journals wonild Have printed this or anything 
ol like tenor as a matter of news, biifit was not sent 
them to print. The Associated Fress agent Had 
decreed otherwise, and his decree was a law to t he 
gr«"l press of JS'ew York. 


Nor do we think it wise in Mr. Orton to encourage 


this alliance. He may regard it as'a good business 
expedient to own ilr, Siuio.-iton, although it is diffi- 
cult to iinagtue how Mr. Sunoiiton can be an orna- 
uieiitai or uselul- Investment. The telegraph can 
only be sueces-slully managed when it is as iree as 
tlie air.

His 
course to a daily newspaper iu California cannot ue 
understood, lie agreed to itirnisn tue editor ol tlie 
feau Francisco JferaM news for tt.3:i cents a word, 
although ue was charging the other dailies 'one ija 
cents a word. The llerata succeeded iu surpassing 
t!s rivals, by butler news service. Suddenly Mr. 
Orion made a new contract, bv winch he charged 
the iterant 15,86 cents a word, anil its rival only i.aij 
cent a word I of coarse the e;rcct 01 such a di->- 
cnmiiiation was to inflict a deadly i>!otv upon the 
Jjern.'ii. to destroy it m'onlerto aid its rivals. Such a 
contract would never nave beeumadeii ilr. Siajontoii 
were not the age-it of rue A&sociuted J'ress, and at 
the same time an owner of a newspaper in Sun Fran- 
cisco.

Vet 
tne four great dailies virtually surrender to this one 
newspaper nearly all of the down-town fiua.wial 
and commercial trade, and debar themselves from 
tnat circulation aud business bv protecting it against 
every competition. A merchant in Broad street na^ 
but to pay two cents for the ,y/m and live cents for 
tiie Journal of commerce. an«l he need only read the 
great dailies for editorials and correspondence. 
Inesetwo papcts answer ids necessities; the other 
newspapers are mere luxuries. And should any ot 
the grout dailies desire to extend ihcir influence and 
utilize their business material they are prevented, 
because they have agreed to protect the Regress 
even against themselves. Thus the editor of tne 
IIUIALII, who prints a light, lively evening paper 
tue Telegram, is not allowed to give it the Asso- 
ciated Fress news—because tlie Efjpruss pavs a com- 
paratively small sum every week as its bonus

dues not even share the expenses. The cenerous 
dailies allow it to have the monopoly without really 
paying for It as much as they do themselves. 


So we liave the TrOmne. HEKA.I.D, Times and 
World, joined in a nartnevship which injures them- 
selves, protects competing journals, and prevents 
their own growth, if the Associated Press ceased 
tn-aiorrow, these journals would not be injured. 


hence the universal satisfaction of journalists out- 
side of New York with thl successful laying of the 
French cable—an enterprise which the New. Yoac 
monopoly dreads, and calls upon Congress and tae 
President to defeat it if possible. But all business 
men, all intelligent classes have reason to rejoice in

When 
that cable was connected, in its present roundabout 
manner, with the United States, neither the secre- 
tary of State nor Attorney General thought it his 
luty to put a veto on Sthe communication; nor, 
jelore that, was such a thing even dreamed of wuen 
the Sew York aud Newfoundland telegraph was es- 
ablished.

More than this, he goes on to 
say that It is quite probable that this bill announced 
the policy and purpose of Congress, and tuat the 
propriety of its provisions can hardly rail to assure 
assent. -The bill, thcreiore, to which attention is 
called by the Secretary of State is supposed to be 
evidence of what the conditions of permission aud 
of regulation of the foreign telegraphic intercourse 
are that are 10 be insisted unoir-by the United states. 
Now, we are inclined to believe that Secretary 
Fish assumes too much m basing his tetter upon 
the bill which did not pass Congress, and thereby 
holding that it is the express announcement of tae 
policy aud purposes or that bony, when it lias bad 
no chance to determine whether it shall endorse or 
reject the policy there expressed. Thus, until there 
has been something emphatically to the contrary 
enacted, we must conclude that this government is 
not hostile to the landing of telegrapuic cables 
upon its shores, no matter from what country they 


- may come. Surely, were we to take the sentiment 
or me pcuyic, ttic vmaixlmotui voice would tae, "X.eG 
the cable come. We need Jnst snch agents radiating 
from us in all directions. We want them for news, 
lor communication, for commerce, for iriendly 
intercourse." The people are in favor of It; but 
at present, through secretary Fish, the American 
people are made to occupy a churlish ana unreason- 
able ground, and thus imitate tiie example wnlch 
has always been set by China and Japan. Those na- 
tions nave been celebrated lor their exelusive- 
ness and for their strenuous opposition—often 
amounting 10 hostility—against the Intcoductiou or 
those elements which should place them in the line 
of advanced civilization and give them direct and 
freiment intercourse w.*i (those whom they had 
learned to term -outside barbarians." To this the 
American nation would seem drilling when it has 
its vision so limited that it cannot see beyond its 
nose, and would even spiw—or attempt to do so— 
tnat niemser by cutting it off; a proceeding, by the 
way, which Is pretty generally sunposed by rational 
men to net very sman protita to th6 perpetrator. 


The plain question Is, will not a Belescrapmc com- 
munication between this county and Europe prove 
advantageous tons? Certainly it will. And in this 
light what is the use of diplomacy and the millions 
01 yards of red tape which promise to characterize 
tliis venture?

If a question should 
anse between Massachusetts and the federal govern- 
ment as to their respective jurisdictions tue Su- 
preme Court, it is to be presumed, will decide it in 
due time. At all events it would be a question with 
which France or any other foreign country or corpo- 
ration would have nothing to do. No fear need be en- 
tertained that the federal government will be hence- 
forth defrauded out of any of the power that right- 
fully belongs to it; bat even if the contrary 
were true tuat is no reason ror throwing impedi- 
ments m the way 01 the completion 01 a great enter- 
prise. Tlie policy of Fish and Uoar bears a strong 
resemblance to the policy of the Snitan in regard to 
the canal across the Isthmus or Suez. The Turkish- 
monarch, instigated by the; English Minister, who 
was actuated by jealousy of France, did all he could, 
in an indirect way, to embarrass De Lesseps aad 
prevent the completion of the canal. There is little 
doubt tbas the morbid sensitiveness ofFish andHoar

owes its origin to the cupidity ol the pro- 
prietors of the old cable, who are naturally desir- 
ous of retaining the monopoly or the transatlantic 
telegraph business. 
The affair places the ied- 
eral authorities in an ugly light. It Is certain that 
Congress can do next winter whatever it might 
properly have done last winter; that nothing can be 
lost to the Congress or the government by tne land- 
ing of the cable. Again, the company, in making 
the lauding, propose to conform to tne provisions of 
a certain bill which passed the Senate at Its last 
session. Tills bill relates to the new cable, and se- 
cures thorough reciprocity between France and the 
United States. It was not reaeieij ia the House; but 
it win come up early in the next session and cer- 
tainly become a law. The conductors of the enter- 
prise have done everything that was proper to be 
done in order to bring that enterprise to a successful 
termination. But they have found ttte jungle or rea 
tape in Washington a more formidable impediment 
tflan the roaring swells and submarine Al;>s of the 
Atlantic. 


There will be one great advantage in having a sec- 
ond cable which has not been much noticed. Politi- 
cal events on the continent are aJwajs incorrectly 
reported by the English cable.

The French mind is a much 
more transparent medium. Tliough England and 
1 ranee are great friends, they are exactly such 
rnenaa as Kochefoucald speaks of. and take the 
keenest delight In one another's misfortunes.

It was about the time or Peter the Oreat that tiie 
priestly character first became hereditary ia Russia 
and lornied a caste among tiie ioiver classes or the 
population. This saved itfrom becoming a theocracy 
while it lowered the social dignity of the Church' 
Deprived partly of civil rights tins levitical caste 
increased in numbers and in poverty until it became 
the chief care of the bishops to devise the • means of 
feeding the clerical proletariat which, to some ex- 
tent, stood towards them in ths same relation as 
the serfs once aid to their lords. 
Tiie Church be- 
came simply a means ol providing for the wants of 
those who were hereditauly attached to her service 
Its temples at last came to lorm part of the dowry of 
"maidens of the priestly class." I may here nien- 
tion that no priest could get a living until he had 
married. Indeed, he could rarely get a pariah ex- 
cept througa marriage with a lady "ossessing a re- 
versionary interest in some living or educated at 
one of the schools for poor daughters of the clerev 
who were thus worked eS the charity list. Another 
great evil of this arrangement was that it prevented 
tne recruitment of the clergy from aiuon«- tue better 
educated classes. 


Seldom, says tbe Moscow Gazette, has any creat 
reform so carefully avoid«<» ihe infringement of 
justice in respect to vested interests. The children 
of the clergy lose none of their rights with the 
abolition of the hereditary character of the clerical 
omce. If bora of priests or deacons they will in 
future have the status of "personal nobility" (i. e., 
the social position of gentry), while those of 
parents who are lower in the hierarchy are now 
placed on an equality with the unpcr grade of tne 
mercantile class. They are to continue to have 
the benefit or the charitable and educational 
establishments hitherto maintained tor tho ciergy 
Another important feature in the new ukase is the 
better provision which it makes for the maintenance 
of the priesthood. 
Their poverty has been prin- 
cipally due to the excessive nnmber both of parishes 
and priests, the former having been created for the 
latter. There ia to be a new distribution of cures, 
on the basis of-population, facility of communica- 
tion between villages, the moral condition of parish- 
.loners; &a. Each parish will bo served onlv by an 
"incumbent" and "psalmist," the oiilue or deacon 
being abolished except in the capitals and In cathe- 
drals, where a greater number of priests can also be 
attached; and no priestly office can in future be held 
under the age of thirty.

Mo 
body of sincerely and moderately intelligent Pro- 
testants ever before snolce with such outrageous-con- 
tempt of Protestantism, If they are right they have 
got hold of the most puny, ncketty abortion of a re- 
ligion that ever ottered itself as the child of the spiri- 
tual loongings of civilized roan. Js it true then 
that they are not sincere Protestants, or tbas 
Protestantism is the sickly ward or the Stata 
they represent 
IE to be? 
There is no reason 


for believing eltherproposltion. They are, doubtless, 
honest Protestaute, aud Protestantism is, we maj 
trust, built on a solid rock. 
Uut the fact is that tha 
peculiar history of their church has nursed them 
Irom their cradle into a habit of resnirding Protest- 
antism, not as an expression of spiritual and intel- 
lectual truth, but as an embodiment of political 
supremacy. They held it as the Normans held tho 
flefs and manors ana honors of conquered EniilamL. 
To be a Protestant iu Ireland is not to entertain cer- 
tain views as to the destiny or duties of man, but to 
enjoy a kind of natent notability. Let us hope these 
Irish Protestants may themselves some day come to 
bless the misunderstood and unappreciated friends 
who, against their wlli, will have taught them to be- 
gin to look on Protestanism as a religion. We have 
not, we own, much hope of the Kev. John Flana-

Born with a ri"ht to tha 
crown, lie thinks it his duty to accept this responsi- 
bility; he feels that with the aid of God the Spanisii 
peoDle and himself will work wonders which will 
give mm fame m future ages.

When, there 
fore, sne is sued npon a business transaction the 
presumption is she contracted on her own accoun 
with reference to her own business; and if such be 
not the fact she must make it apparent if sne desires 
to avoid liability. Having the right to make a con- 
tract, when one is made by her the presumptions 
must be in favor of its legality and her consequeat 
obligation a.'".ordmg to its terma For thesu reasons 
tlie motion to strifie out demurrer and answer must 
be granted, with liberty to defendant to answer 
anew In ten days, and with ten dollars costs to plain- 
tiff, to abide event.

Tse law whicu 
authorizes themto -prttece the public Health in this 
way gives them full authority, to protect it by pre- 
venting the sale of any article of. food or relish, that 
they may consider detrimental to health; and they 
saonld see to It that the sale of green Irnit ia stopped 
at once.

He immediately notified the coroner's 
omce, with a view of having an inquest held 
The 
Sanitary Committee again met vesterrtav, but 
nothing was learned as to their session, which was 
had with closed doors. The subject or street clean- 
liness is still the exciting one in sanitary circles, aad 
various gentlemen have offered suggestions on the 
subject. Some claim that the great cause of the 
filthy condition or the thoroughfares ia tbe neglect 
to separate the slops from kitchens from the ashes. 
In Boston, Providence and other cities parties con- 
tract for the removal or the swiiiseparately and make 
handsome sums per year out of it. The ashes, 
which are kept for filllnn in purposes, and which in 
themselves are somewfiat of a disinfectant charac- 
ter, are never nerialtted to be mixed with other 
debris of the kitchen, winch is kept iu close vessels 
for delivery to the carts. It is argued that tne adon- 
tfcn or that plan here would largely contribute to 
keep the streets clean, and is certainly worthy of 
the attention of the Board of Health.

as his best friends. This is plain talk, but it 
brings Kentucky to a front view of Sambo, 
and she will do well to take him as she finds 
him and turn him to a good account, as they 
have done in Virginia. 


fraud. Now, upon this question General Grant 
has a fine opportunity to reconstruct the re- 
publican party upon the liberal platform of Ihe 
Walker organization of Virginia, and to make 
himself master of the political situation without 
the slightest difficulty. 
An order to General 


Canby requiring him to deal with the new 
Virginia Legislature liberally in the matter of 
the iron-clad oath will suffice. 
It will at once 


clearly identify General Grants administration 
with the new republican party of the South, 
and thus compel the radicals of the North to 
fall into line or to bolt into the barren fields of 
an ontside political faction." 


Such is the splendid opportunity offered to 


General Grant for liberalizing the republican 
party on the Virginia platform of the emanci- 
pation of the Southern whites. 
The move- 


ment may require a change or two in the Cab- 
net to mate it effective, but such impediments 
as intractable Cabinet membe~rs~inay be easily 
emoved under the amended Tenure of Office 
aw.' In any event, General Grant should 
cizc upon this fine opportunity to reorganize 
he republican party on the reconstruction 
latform of his administration, inasmuch as he 
will have from the start the masses of the party, 
with a majority in each house of Congress, to 
>aek him. On the other hand, the adminis- 
tration, in playing fast and loose with the 
republican proscriptives and the republican 
liberals of the South, will only make confu- 
sion worse confounded to all concerned. 


Next, with regard to the Northern demo- 


cracy, we had supposed that, taking counsel 
from the Virginia conservative victory, se- 
cured by the fusion en maspc of the democrats 
of the State, out-and-out Bourbons of the 
elder branch, with the Walker republicans, we 
say we had supposed that the Northern demo- 
cracy, upon this practical hint, would accept 
the general situation and boldly strike out for 
a nea- departure. But the Northern demo- 
cracy, so far. have done no such thing in any 
State, and evidently contemplate, with some- 
thing like disgust the idea of fusing with this 
new liberal party of the South. In Ohio. Cal- 
ifornia. Pennsylvania and in every other State 
where they have lately spoken, excepting 
Iowa, the Northern democracy have taken 
substantially their old ground of hostility to 
"the nigger," and most radically not only 
against the ratification of the fifteenth amend- 
ment, but against its recognition when de- 
clared ratified, as they expect it to be with the 
reassembling of Congress in December. 


Thus the democratic party on the negro 


question are stiU floundering on a 1 ee shore; 
and their only hopes in the coming fall elec- 
tions lie in the sporadic movements of the 
temperance societies against lager beer for an 
independent political organization in this State, 
that State and the other, and in the revolt of 
disappointed radical office-seekers.

As matters now stand no President since 


the time of Washington 01- Jefferson can be 
named as possessing a better opportunity than 
General Grant for shaping the political issues 
of the new dispensation, and the party of the 
succession "and the destiny of the republic. 
We must await the drift of events. What the 
administration is to be, however, upon the 
living questions of the day we expect to learn, 
at the latest, with General Grant's first regular 
message to Congress, 


action call for energetic and decisive action at 
the earliest moment of the meeting of the next 
session of Congress. 
These lobbyists should

They should be wiped out as thoroughly as 
the halls and lobbies are cleansed after an all 
night session.

As 
Americans, progressive above all other nations 
in this marvellous age of progress, our people 
would have hailed such an event with joy and 
satisfaction. 
And as for the pother and log- 


rolling business in Massachusetts, about form- 
ing a company under the authority of the Le- 
gislature to facilitate the landing of the cable 
in the town of Duxbury, in that State, or 
three marine leagues 
therefrom, it was 


not only a miserable dodge of some specula- 
tors, but an acknowledgment—one never cor- 
dially accepted by the fishing interests of 
Maine and Massachusetts—that our maritime 
rights extend only the distance mentioned 
from our shores—an idea that won no fame 
for John Quincy Adams when he permitted 
that restriction to be included in the settlement 
Of the fishing boandarlus question, at. t,Uc treaty 
of Ghent, in 1814, as a compromise for some 
other concession, although he earned some his- 
torical renown for not permitting our Northern 
fisheries to be abolished altogether upon the 
demand of the commissioners of Great Britain 
during the discussions on that treaty. 


Briefly, the Franco-American Cempany have 


all along acted just as they hare had a per- 
fect right to, and the sooner their cable is 
landed upon our shores the better. The future 
action of Congress in the premises will not 
militate against their interests, but, on the 
contrary, will afford evidence to the world that 
this is not a nation walled in with barbaric 
prejudices, but cue free and open and ready to 
embrace with acclamation every enterprise 
that tends to enhance its material, its commer- 
cial and political interests, c-ome from what 
quarter it may.

tioned. 
But the real cause for it must be 


found in the fearful disproportion between 
fifty keepers and nearly a thousand prisoners 
of the roughest sort, who have now learned 
how much they can hope to accomplish by co- 
operation and by help of the tools and imple- 
ments with which a large number of them em- 
ployed ia the shoemakers' shop, the black- 
smiths' shop and other workshops, are neces- 
sarily supplied. The convicts sent to Sing 
Sing are recruited from a class of offenders 
which is yearly growing larger and more 
ferocious ia our cities. The thieves and coun- 
terfeiters and burglars of the present day are 
desperate enough to hesita.ie but little at add- 
ing murder to their other crimes. They are 
sufficiently sharp witted to know that in a 
well-combined attempt to overawe and over- 
power fifty keepers scattered here and there 
within the extensive prison walls, the chances 
might, perhaps, be in their own favor. It is 
indispensable, therefore, that a stronger police 
force should at ouce be organized, in order to 
rundai- absolutely impossible the bloody con- 
summation which must otherwise be expected 
to result from yearly increasing violations of 
prison discipline. 


Moreover, it is manifest that the prison at 


Sing Sin- is owrcrowxled with "fellows of the 
baser sort," who might advantageously be dis- 
tributed elsewhere, at Clinton or at Auburn. 
In. fact, it is becoming desirable to change al- 
together the location of this prison, which is 
at once a nuisance and a peril for one of the 
finest places oa the Hudson river. Why not 
purchase Hart's Island, or David's Island, in 
the Bast river, and build a new prison on one 
or the other, or else devote to this purpose a 
part of Blackwell'a Island? 
Past each of 


these islands the current runs so swiftly that 
attempts to escape would have to be aban- 
doned. Something must soon be done by the 
State government to restrict in our prison svs- 
tem evils which are assuming formidable pro- 
portions.

The Cubans themselves want it 
and public opinion here, not only in the press,' 
bu't through Congress, has spoken plainly 
enough on the subject. What, then, prevents 
it ? Nothing but Spanish pride. Nothing but 
that miserable Spanish pride which shrinks 
from doing what France and Russia have 
already done—sell to us a territory that is no 
longer of any profit to them. For our part we 
think that instead ot hesitating the Spaniards 
have reason to thank God that they have yet 
a colony left to sell. How long do they sup- 
pose this will ie the case ? We feel confident, 
even sanguine, #ial should this country main- 
tain the neutrality laws in all their rigor Cuba, 
single-handed, will succeed—though with much 
bloodshed—in freeing herself from the Spanish 
yoke. What the cholera and vomito fail to do 
Generals Cespedes and Jordan will accomplish, 
though at an unavoidable sacrifice of life. It 
is estimated that there are at present sixteen 
thousand Spanish troops on the island, inde- 
pendent of the so-called volunteers, and an 
anny of twenty thousand patriots. These last 
have held their own for nine "months, without 
modern arms—we might say, in some cases, 
without any arms at all—and now that they 
are well organized, armed and commanded, is 
it too much to expect that they will do better 
than this ?. When the Spaniards come to leave 
the island—unless they previously listen to 
reason—they will have the devil 'to pay for 
their obstinacy. In that case our national 
indebtedness will be somewhat less and their 
national treasury, and, if possible, 
their 


national honor, will be a great deal poorer 
honest Ben Wade's advice to the contrary 
notwithstanding. We fear the Spaniards, if 
left to themselves, will go on as they have 
begun to the end of the chapter. 


East. In fact, most of the great geographical 
discoveries were made by adventurers looking 
for a new way to "Farther lad."

men have found remains which leave without 
a doubt the fact that a former canal existed. 
Next November will see a gathering of celeb- 
rities such as the world never saw before; the 
desert will receive the monarehs of tiie ?frest; 
great flests of war vessels will gather these to 
do honor to the occasion, and. of course, ex- 
cursionists without number will rally in bands 
around M. Lesseps, the hero of the feast. 


The celebration of the opening of the canal 


will be one of the most imposing ceremonies 
French ingenuity can devise and French tacfc 
carry out; and rightly so. The completion of 
this great work is one of the wonders of 
this most wonderful century. 
It marks a new- 


era in commerce, in the world's history in fact. 
It is a prominent point from which future his- 
torians will take their departure. 
It may 


become the cause of such wars as ths earth 
has never yet seen. The changes that il may, 
nay, that it must work, are of the utmost 
importance; the stream of commerce is rarely 
diverted into new channels without a shock 
and without unforeseen complications ensuing, 
A struggle will certainly come, soonex- or later, 
for the possession, of the canaL 
The frequent 


tours the Pacha is making aud the solicitude 
with which ae is received all over Europe 
show the jealousy of the different Powers; the- 
Sultan, who has so long been the "sick man" 
of Europe, begins to be alarmed at the pre- 
tensions of this younger member of hfo family. 
The pet ailment of the Sultan—Russian, control 
of the Bosphorus—becomes almost insignificant 
when compared with the disease thai his son, 
the Pacha, is threatened with—French control 
of the Suez Canal. We have seen how the 
great Powers have quarrelled over one "sick 
man;" what will the doctors do with two 
invalids on their hands, particularly when one 
of the patients insists on badgering the other? 
The battles of the Crimea may be surpassed 
by those which may take place on the narrow 
neck of land which once united Asia and 
Africa. Egypt may again become the grave 
of French soldiers, and Turk and Christian 
may again redden the desert with their blood. 


What effect the canal may have, and what 


effect it will and must have, we can hardly 
guess; for philosophize over it as much as 
we please we must find always the same 
result. It is an immense work; it will pro- 
duce results of vital importance to Europe 
and to the rest of mankind; it will create a 
revolution in commercial circles; 
it will 


bring into being new sources of wealth, and 
it may bring about a fearful war. Let us 
hope, however, for the best, and let us join 
in the celebration, and give all honor to M. 
Lesseps for his talent, his perseverance and. 
his pluck. He has fought the great fight most 
manfully, and deserves all honor for it.

A Colored Murderess Acquitted oil the Plea of 


Insanity. 


The trial of Millie Gaines, colored, for themnrder 


of James C. Ingle, white man, watchman in the in- 
terior Department, in March last, terminated to-day. 
According to her own story sue had been on terms 
of improper intimacy with the deceased, with the 
prospect of becoming a mother. She had threat- 
ened to kill Ingle and the iady whom he had invited 
to go to the inauguration reception. 
Millie was 


subsequently interrogated by him, when, she re- 
peated the threat, whereupon he drew a pistol and 
placed it to her head, but could not discharge it. 
The accused had asked him for money, in view of 
the anticipated offspring, when he repulsed her. A 
short time alter this scene she took advantage of his 
lying on a lounge at the boarding house in which 
she was a servant, and killed" him with an axe or a 
hatchet. The deceased, not many days before the 
Homicide, dented to one of the witnesses that his 
conduct towards her was immora!. Tiie counsel for 
the defence set up the piea of insanity, and numer- 
ous witnesses were examined on this point. The 
father of the prisoner showed that Iroin the time of 
her great-grandparents to the present perio;! in- 
sanity had been the ruling aillictioa of the family. 
Judge Fisher, in charging 
the jury, said "a 


murder is where a homicide is committed by a per- 
son of sane mind xuthiiutUce prtipenx. Tiie law- 
presumes every person to be innocent until he is 
proved guilty, and a jury must give him the benefit 
of that doubt. He believed tiie jury should give 
the benefit of the doubt as regards the accused, 
as the law had always done in other cases. The 
jury retired and after an absence of two minutes re- 
turned with the verdict of "Not guilty." Six or the 
jurors were white and the other six colored. This is 
the first murder trial m the District of Columbia in 
which the latter race served as jurors. 


Tiie Bonndaries of British NortU America. 
The Commissioner of the General Land Office has 


just addressed a letter to the Crown Land Commis- 
sioner of the 'Dominion ef Canada, enclosing with 
the letter a map of all British North America north 
of the United States boundary line, and has re- 
quested that offleer to delineate on the map the ex- 
act outline of the Dominion of Canada ana the 
several constituent provinces. He has also requested 
the Crown Land Commissioner to furnish informa- 
tion concerning the purpose of tiie British govern- 
ment to extinguish the interest of the Hudson Bay 
Company on this Continent, and whether it is the pur- 
pose of the British government to attach that region 
of country to the Dominion of Canada; and, IT not, 
under what separate organization it will be estab- 
lished, and what will be the seat of legislative, 
executive and judicial power if it should not be 
annexed.

direct.

Return of Uifwppointed Exiles-No Country 


JLiko Hail Columbia-Experience of the 
Colonists. 
Through the Rmdiy consideration ot the United 


States government in the person of Kear Admiral 
Davis, of the South Alantic squaoron, the United 
States steam frigate Guerriere, which arrived ui the 
lower bay last Sunday evening from Kio Janeiro,' 
brought back to their welcome homea forty-stx of 
the American colonists who started after the close 
or the war to found a settlement in-Brazil, and to 
build up the fortunes of that promising empire. 
These -exiles 
from 
Columbia's 
nappy 
land 


have had the largest surfeit of. loreign travel 
of 
any 
class of people that ever started 


for other fields and pastures new. Sick unto death, 
indeed, did they become of Brazil and. Brazilians, 
and countless signs were watted on the southern 
breeze towards these northern latitudes for the com- 
forts of civilization left so learfully far behind.- Out 
of the depths of these Parana forests many a prayer 
went up for help and rescue, from the tips of the 
poor, broken down, sold and sorrow laden emi- 
grants. They went out with hope glowing on a pic- 
ture ol measureless acres, in meadows and corn 
fields of green and yellow, Italian skies, tropical 
vesetation, diamonds spaming1 in the bed of every 
brook, gold dust manuring the soil of every potato- 
patch, numerous and docile slaves; in fact, wealth 
health, easy living and arcadian happiness was sup- 
posed to ije the blessed lot ef every Brazilian. Yes- 
terday afternoon being cool and pleasant, the re- 
turned tube of wanderers found a deep, and heart- 
felt joy, gazing from the dcc£ of Ihe Guerrtsre 
across tne water at staten Island. A thousand little 
pictures of home delights, to which they have been 
strangers so long, cams crowding bacK upon their 
fancies. The neat, white porch, with the trended 
viue and the trim sarueu plot in front, down by the 
sandy beach, awakened among manv some verv 
dear associations of other days, for among these un- 
fortunate 
exiles 
were 
some 
who 
enjoyed 
superior advantages at home, and whose taste 
and culture taught them an appreciation ol the 
artistic and beautiful. All wore an expression of 
intense delight at finding themselves once more 
within tne sheltering shadow of Cncle Sam's big 
forts, but more than all at flndin" themselves =o 
near the son of sacred freedom and civilization.

In (lie HBKAUD or yesterday were ifiven the par 


ticuiars of the digbandment of tlie remnant of 
Colonel Kyau's command or Cuban filibusters on 
Gardmer'8 Island and tlieir departure tliererrom, 
together with the announcement that a larse num- 
ber or Cubans had been rendezvoused in a large 
building on the outskirts of Hoboken and on the 
margin or the Hackensack river, about four miles 
from this city. While the report alluded to was 
toeing put in type, a Quixotic campaign ol tile mos* 
rlaieiilous description was progressing nnder tbi 
moonlight in the vicinity or that stronghold of th< 
patriots, the forces engaged in the demonstration 
being a picKefl squad of about fifty United States 
marines, under the immediate command of a major

It -will be seen, numbered an aggregate offensive 
lorce of about eighty men, armed with, government 
•weapons and in light marching order. Theawagon 
trains, to order that the movements or the army 
might not be subjected to the daggers which menaced 
the accieut Roman battalions by reason of their 
great incnmbrance Trtttt impedimenta, had been re- 


• dnced to a tnlaitnum. and comprised a single 
barouche, wlricli was occupied by General Barlow 
"United States Marshal, who seemed to think that 
General Santa Anna's theory or wanvas at least wor- 
thy of emulation wherever practicable, and a car- 
riage was come-at-able. 


The whole force or marines and seamen was 


drawn from the Brooklyn Jsavy -Yard, under 
authority conferred upon General Barlow by a 
special commission issued by the President a few 
days since. The deputies were drawn from their 
Homes, and the Marshal, as Commander-in-Chief, 
was drawn in the above mentioned vehicle. The 
men were embarked Irom.the Navy Yard on board 
a steam tender, at about nine o'docK on Monday 
Bight, and the vessel shortly afterwards steamed 
slowly around into IheKorth river. Having reached 
& "point about midway between New York and 
Jersey Citv, the steamer "lay to" for uowardo of an 
hour, and the men on board were very naturally un- 
der the impression that they were on 
the

was Linted was about to sail. 
About eleven 
o'clock 
the tender 
ran 
up 
the river nearly opposite "TCcehaWKen Heights, and 
then dropped down to the Elvsian Melds, where the 
troops were noiselessly disembarked. The soles ot 
their shoes were padded with velvet to make their 
tramu less martial, bat more catlike. So one spote 
above a whisper: every man's heart was "In his 
mouth," and all the mctle pennies in the pockets of 
the blue coats and pants were ordered to be thrown 
into the river, anywnere, tor fear the "clink" mifiht 
give the enemy warning. Coughing was expressly 
prohibited, anu the men wore green shades over 
their eyes, for fear the giuter 01 their optics in the' 
darU might be seen by the watchful and wary 
••Cubes." One Irishman, belonaing to the marines, 
was sent bacS because he had a habit of ihinkin" 
aloud, and he was deemed, therefore, unsafe 
Having reached terra flrma the entire force, 
being joined by General Barlow and his deputies 
knelt in a circle under the deep shadows or the grand 
old trees on the shore, the "Stars and Stripes" were 
unfurled and the proud old colors drooped or their 
own accord, and as the night wind sighed through 
the foliage overhead and the river curgled on the 
pebbles or the beach, each-iuan raised lus cap rever- 
ently and vowed a vow that "whereas none but 
Americans bad any inherent right to strike for liber- 
ty, and Cubans were not Americans, the "lone star" 
or the "ever faithful isle" had no right to glimmer 
even in Jersey, and must be squelched ere another 
sun arose." A noble spnit bursting with patriotism 
shrieked out on the midnight air "l"oa bet," and tua 
greatest consternation immediately prerailed.and ror 
a time it was thought the expedition would 
have to be abandoned. 
When the allusion 
was made to the lone star or Cuba, several billions 
or astral pickets overhead winked at their compeers 
on the blue field or the national flag, as though in- 
viting them to leave such bad company, aud barelv 
hinted that thirty-seven aealnst the "lone" one was 
kartiy fair play. 


AS soon as order was restored the oath-bonnd 
host leaped to their feet and tacitly formed into 
column, and at the words "One, two, three, go,-' 
marched off through the woods, on tiptoe, to the as- 
sault. Orer two miles of ragged Jersey roads tie 
icallant band stumbled and floundered, ana threats 
were made thai if any men during the remainder of 
the march dared to Kick their toes against the clods 
and stones, thus making a noise and producing dis* 
order that might prove fatal to the strategy, a drum- 
head court martial would be instantly convened 
(without the drum or course) and the offender would 
j>e hamstrung lorlhwith. The wisdom or this policy 
immediately manifested itself, and 50 more cloa- 
breaElng was done during the eventful night. The 
command then halted, word was passed in a wnisper 
down the Hue that a "forlorn hope'1 was called for, 
arJti the whisper, "We come!" went back: to the 
chieftain as half a dozen high-beating breasts pro- 
truded themselves to the front. All the deputy 
marshals tlien advanced to the front also and 
handed a slip of paper to the officer, on which 
were read by starlight- the neuceTorth historic 
•ami memorable wortlsj "We go wliere glory 
waits' us i" Tlie lines were written by some 
or the deputies, and considerable time was 
•consumed in deciphering- the writing, as, for 
instance, the two first words were spelled as a 
single word or four lettsrs, Ac. The "forlorn hope" 
then moved off slowly, but with a firm step, and the 
souvenirs they liaii left for their friends were sent 
under a strong escort to the rear. 
In a short time the main body took up tne line of 
march, perspiring and lamenting deeply the proba- 
ble fate of their comrades in the advance and the 
scarcity or whiskey aud tobacco in the rear. Gen- 
eral Barlow "had a few cigars along." but he had 
gone "to the front" in his carriage. JFlanKers and 
skirmishers were thrown out, and alter another 
"weary isarch of about hair a mile "a solitary" 
lootiuati was 
seen returning from the 
ad- 
vaace. He brought despatches stating that 
the 
enemy liad been round strongly posted

Xo sooner were tue words 
••noral park" uttered than the idea of victors' gar- 
lands suggested itself, and was deemed proudly 
suggestive of the honors to be won. The reserve 
was ordered to advance, but with caution, as it was 
possible that a slight max pcus might be productive 
or irretrievable disaster, for the honor aud perpe- 
tuity or the Union vibrated in 'the balauee ner- 
vously. 
About this time, as the reserve was deploying, a 
deputy marshal was marched back in irons irom 
the tront. He had imperilled the plot by incautious- 
ly falilng over a stump, and a perfect torrent of 
Spanish reals 
and 
doubloons 
poured Jroni 
lus pockets, making a claug like the Jingling or a 
thousand ramrods. A Cuban clad in a long wliite 
garment was seen to peer rorih Irom a window of 
the blockhouse, shading his eyes with his hand, as 
though he had just awakened from a fatiguing doze 
aud the moon's rays dazed his vision. Tlie "forlorn 
hope," with astonishing presence of mind, pros- 
trated themselves on the earth and thus provi- 
dentially escaped detection. The white-smocked 
Cuban sentinel scratched himself a lew times, - 
: 


stretched out his arms, yawned a loud, sonorous 
"heigfc-o!" and disappeared in the darkness of the 
embrazure. "Everfthing was silent—you could 
hear the crickets 
chirp." In about ten min- 
utes the "forlorn hope" were on their reel again, 
and at the worn of command, "Scatter!" they betook 
themselves to the fields and concealing themselves 
behind stumps and fences slowly surrounded the 
building and crept up closer. When within twenty- 
Uve yards a loud martial voice was heard to bellow 
out, "Have at them; down with the hirelings!" and 
in an. instant thirty gallant armed men were piling 
Into the stronghold through windows and doors and 
lorty-one "sallow-skinned spectres 
rose 
from 
their-conches and flitted like spooks Trom room to 
room or with chattering teeth begged for vquarter." 
.Lights were struck and the victors gazed on their 
prisoners and their booty. Marshal Bariovr entered 
and demanded an unconditional surrender, which 
was acceded 'to after a brier parley in an unknown 
tongue. The arms were then secured and word was 
eent baCE -to halt the reserve. When all the arms 
were slacked an inventory was taken, as follows:—

As soon as the prisoners-had got Into their pants 
and coats—few or them had Tests—they were mus- 
tered and marched out of the building, General 
Barlow, -with two of the Cubans who spoke some 
English remaining behind, and under command of an 
ofllcer 
or 
"marines 
tuc conquerors and the 
conquered marched on" ontiiclr return to tins city, 
it was anticipated that an ovation might be tendered 
the victors as they passed through the streets of the 
metropolis with tneir captives, and la order to make 
tlie thing effective and create an impression it was 
•UKgeaUiU that each prisoner should be tea, churned. 


6i a soldier «r ««ptfty> T&e qssrtcrmaster icportcd, 
however, tutu Ue liaa not sufficient cUula, aud the 
idea was dropped. 


After marching two or three miles in exultant 
sprits, the reserve bavins already been joined, 
(ieneral Barlow came up from the rear, and ordering 
the troops to halt alighted from the wagou train. 
The men were formed in a compact mass on the river 
bans, and tne Marsnai, noiulngacigar In nisflneers, 
wlucngavc Him an imposing appearance, addressed 
the captive phalanx under the mellow moonshine, 
wlilcB, by the way, actually permeated nia remarKs. 
He told the prisoners that their conduct was Inimi- 
cal to the treaty obligations ol the United States 
with the government of Spain, "with which we are 
at peace." and m violation of the principles of the 
recognized laws on. the subject or neutrality. They 
should not engage in such enterprises as. tney were 
exireraeiy undignified and hazardous withal, aud 
they were, Airtbcnnore, injudicious and IrauKht 
with imminent danger to the persons 01 the prison- 
ers themselves. The United State was powerful, 
and would certainly suppress them, while they 
were incapable or 
resistance. As Rood 
citi- 
zens and law-abiding people, therefore, they 
should refrain from 
any snctt violation, and 
though no actual violation 
had 
here beea 
proved there was strone presumptive evidence ol the 
Intent. In fact, "a nod was as Rood as a wmK to a 
Mind horse." He wonla, therefore, not further de- 
tain them, but with, the understanding that they 
would desist and disperse ne would parole them 
unconditionally. 


The men remained mute while he addressed them, 
and it was thought a great impression had been 
mafle upon them, and that they would all volunteer 
to serve as special deputies to enforce the laws, it 
was subsequently ascertained, however, tnatonly 
three of the whole number could either speak or un- 
derstand English. What "sweetness wasted on the 
desertair!" 
General Barlow then reformed his forces, sale! 
"Good night, Boys," to "ihe captives set free," 
jumped mto liis carriage and drove off at the hea« of 
his command, returning to the Navy Yard early 
yestertiay morning. 


The'Cubans returned to their frame house barracks 
and alter expressing their extreme disgust of the 
United states government and its officials,' from 
General Grant down to the deputies, they turned 
into their straw nests and were soon wrapped in a 
nightmare sium'oer. Thus closed the last campaum- 
orthe "Army of the Hackeusact." 
It was learned in this city yesterday from parties 
whoknowatlaoontit that tne men who uadbcea 
seized were merely a lot of voting Cubans who were 
themselves In destitute circumstances, without 
money or even decent clothing, and who had been, 
taken charge of oy a number of wealthy Cubans in 
yeff 
Vork. 
AH of them had 
been 
identified 


•with the recent expedition, and Cubans here deemea 
it their duty to provide for them, at least for a ante, 
until they conid flnd employment and provide for 
themselves. Tlie house on the llackeusact was 
Mred because it was commodious and was leased at 
a very low rental, and the ineo—manr of them— 
were asliamcd to be in this city in tlteif present piti- 
ful plight. They were not even provided with beds, 
but slept on bare straw, and were maintained at a 
cost of about forty dollars a dav, including rent, 
their 1'ood being ol the coarsest, thoutrh substantial, 
description. Oneoftliem came into this city yester- 
day in a highly indignant mood and pecnea the fol- 
lowing epistle:— 
To THE EIUIOK or THE HERALD:— 


Even in tbe I'uueii States, that mod"! republic, there are 


not wanting authorities who, animated fey gratuitous aai- 
tnosiiy aud assisted by the armed force, dare to attach inof- 
fensive individuals and violate private dwellings. 


At midnight on the ISth insu the Marshal of New York, 


accompanied by a company of armed soldiers, proceeded to 
a house situated in a neid in Eoboken occupied by about 
Tony Cubans, and while tney (the inmates) were asleep they 
were taten by regular assault, hemmed in by the troops and 
marched on towards New \ orfc. After inarching about five 
miles the Marshal, doubtless aware of his arbitrary act. 
placed them at liberty "out of consideration." This resolu- 
tjon was taken after causing them much annoyance. More- 
over, he had no proofs whatever of armament or o. anything 
Jlse of which to accuse them. Ttvo of the occupants of tho 
house were left behind under the pretext to loofc after it. and 
:fie SlRrshaksubmitted them to a severe interrogation and 
even offered them money if they would disclose where the 
arras were concealed. This oner was itfdignantly refused 
by the two young men in question 
Tbe Marsnal will foe cited 


before the proper authorities bv roe to answer for his con- 
duct in tbis matter.

men whom it is sought to restore:— 


Boger Judge, Sr., Sixth precinct; appointed Sep. 
ember 15,1859. It appears since the 1st of Juiy, 
858, he has been off duty for 382 days. Br. Gibson 
testified mat he had attended him all along, and in 
bis judgment he is not fit for rull tmty; could not 
arrest prisoners, but might penorm. court duty or 
sanitary duty. He is about sixty years or age. 


Jonathan Olsborne, Thirteenth precinct: appointed 


April 23,1857; born April 5, 1805; off duty through 
sickness for fourteen days aud a hair since July, 
1863. 
Dr. Blevm testified that in Jlarcli. 1S66, lie re- 


ceived injuries from which he still sunerrai. lie is 
detailed at the Jackson ferry. 


David Costello, Thirteenth precinct, born Feb- 


ruary, lS2r, was appointed February J, isoi, and 
since July 1,1868, has lost eleven days.
